DETAILED ACTION 

1. Receipt of the amendment filed February 24, 2003 adding claims 2-14 are 
acknowledged. Claims 1-14 are pending in the application and are presented to be examined 
based upon their merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming 
the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The applicant has claimed "a system..." which is ambiguous inasmuch as it is 
uncertain whether the applicant is claiming an apparatus claim or a method. The word, 
"system" can be defined as, " a group of devices or artificial objects forming a network", and 
"an organized or established procedure". However, for purposes of examination, claims 1-10 
will be considered apparatus claims.

3 Election/Restriction 

4 4. Claims 1-14 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 

5 comprising 

6 Group I Figure 1, as set forth in claims 1-10 

7 Group II Figure 2, as set forth in claims 11-14.

9 5. The above species are deemed independent inventions from one another. The species 

w are different inasmuch is that one invention discloses an apparatus for particularly processing 

price data over an interval of time, and the other invention a processing method for predicting 

72 a future price movement. Thus the applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single 

13 disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. 

14 Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 

15 applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species 
is to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if 
17 the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or 

is admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.

20 6. A telephone call was made to James M. Bollinger on May 22. 2003 to request an oral 

21 election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

22 Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election 

23 of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 
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7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, 
the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(i).
